The Red Sox won the final game of the series with the 
Indians at Fenway Park yesterday, 5 to 0. "Del" Lundgren, who 
once before this season shut out the Cleveland outfit, was on the 
mound and allowed the visitors seven hits, two of which were 
made in the first inning and two in the last. the other three were 
acattered in between. 

Lundgren was somewhat prodigal with passes, but three 
snappy double plays by his teammates offset this little out, and he 
came through with flying colors. 

Flagstead participated in one of the double plays, which was 
the outstanding fielding features of the afternoon, a running catch 
of Joe Sewell's fly, and a great throw on which Jacobson was 
doubled off first base. 


Tarbert Plays Left Field 


Arlie Tarbert, one of the boys from the Ohio State 
University, who reported a few days ago, was tried out in left 
field and made a creditable showing. On his first time at bat he 
brought in a run with a sacrifice fly to deep left, twice he waited 
‘em out and drew bases on balls. He scored a run, had two putouts 
and played a ball off the scoreboard, holding the hit to a single. 

Altogether he made a fine start. He is a right-handed batter 
and was sent in against the left-handed bpitching the Red Sox had 
to face in place of Carlysle. He is to be congratulated on the 
showing made in his first game as a professional. 

Only seven hits were registered against Buckeye, but they 
came in pairs in each of the three innings in which the Red Sox 
scored, those of Todt and Shaner being timely in that each meant 
arun. 

By winning the final game the Red Sox broke even with the 
Indians on the series. They won both games played in Cleveland 
and the count for the season thus far is four to two in favor of the 
Boston club. 

The game yesterday started like another win for the Indians. 
After two were out in the first inning, Lundgren passed Jacobson 
and Burns and J. Sewell followed with singles.

Then the Red Sox got away to a flying start. Regan led off 
with a double to left; Haney beat out a bunt, putting Regan on 
third, from where he scored on a sacrifice by Tarbert to left. A 
passed ball and a wild pitch put Haney on third, and, after 
Flagstead had been hit by a pitched ball, he counted when Todt 
grounded out to George Burns. 

After this Buckeye steadied, and the Red Sox did not 
register another hit until the fourth, when, with two out, Myer 
singled to center, but was thrown out in attenpting to steal. 

In the seventh, a base on balls to Todt, a sacrifice by Myer 
and a single by Shaner developed another run. Hartley followed 
with another single, but Lundgren fouled out to Hadapp. 

In the eighth, with one out, a base on balls to Tarbert started 
more troble for Buckeye. Tarbert went to third on Flagstead's 
single to the same terridory, Flagstead making third and scoring a 
moment later on Myer's sacrifice fly to Jamieson before the 
double play of which Todt was the second victim could be 
completed, Burns intercepting the throw to the plate and trapping 
Todt between second and third.

After the first inning, the Indians never threatened to score 
until the sixth. Then J. Sewell led off with a double, but the next 
two batters flied out to Tarbert, and the third was thrown out at 
first. 

In the ninth they had the bases full with two out as a result 
of singles by Summa and Cullop, the latter batting in place of 
Buckeye, and a pass to Jamieson, but Lundgren closed a splendid 
day's work by striking out Fonseca, who was sent to bat in place 
of Spurgeon, and ending the game.

Generosity With Passes Gives Red Sox 4 to 2

The Red Sox virtually walked to a 4-2 victory over the 


White Sox to sweep the two-game series before 7379 coat-clad 
witnesses at the Fens yesterday and ultimately move another full 
length nearer the Yankees. 

While seven games still is a forbidding gap for the 
late-finishing Croninmen to obliterate, the types of contests in 
which the one-two clubs figured yesterday were such as to leave 
the impression that the margin will be less before it is more. 

While the Indians were routing the Yankee ace, Tiny 
Bonham, and utilizing their own ace, Jim Bagby Jr., to preserve a 
late-game lead, the Sox were expending little energy in gaining 
their 17th win in 19 starts, or 18th decision in 21 outings if you 
want to go back a little farther. 


A Presentation 


That vim-saving situation was afforded by your old friend, 
Jake the Whistler Wade who ran into one of his familiar Fenway 
Park streaks of wildness no later than the second inning and 
practically presented the Bosox with all their runs.

He had a couple of bad 
sessions yesterday, but, on the whole pitched a fine game. 

The combination hitting of Worthington and Berger, 
however, was an outstanding feature, as was the double by Moore 
who went in to bat in place of Maranville in the eighth and laced 
out a two-bagger to right centre, which prodded home the two 
runs which tied up the score in the eighth.

Berger's double hit high up on the wall in front of the 
bleachers in left center and missed being a home run by a very 
small margin.

CHICAGO - Porthole Bill Posedel came through with 
another brilliant pitching performance here this afternoon as he 
twirled the Boston Bees to a 3-to-1 victory over the Chicago 
Cubs in Boston's farewell appearance on Western soil this season. 

Limiting the Cubs to five hits, Posedel had no difficulty in 
chalking up his 10th triumph of the year and his second in 
succession. He was accorded perfect support in the field, 
particularly by Gene Moore and Max West, and was in but one 
tight spot during the entire session. 

The amazing Johnny Cooney led the Boston attack on Jake 
Mooty with a trio of singles and scored two of the Bees runs and 
put the Bees in a scoring position for the other tally. Boston made 
nine hits off Mooty, Bama Rowell, Chet Ross and Gene Moore 
getting two apiece. 


One Bad Session 


Posedel had one bad session, the fourth, when the Cubs 
made three of their five hits and received one of Bill's three 
passes to score their lone tally. He had set down the first 11 
hitters to face him when Zeke Bonura slapped Posedel for the 
first Chicago hit of the game. 

The Bees made a flying getaway in their farewell game here, 
scoring a run in the first frame, and threatening to chase Mooty to 
an early shower. After Albie Glossop fanned, Cooney and Rowell 
singled in succession. West was passed and Mooty uncorked a 
wild pitch, permitting Cooney to score. A walk to Ross reloaded 
the sacks, but Mooty bore down to whiff Eddie miller and Moore, 
for a rare inning, during which he walked two, allowed two hits, 
made a wild pitch and fanned three. 

Posedel's chances for a perfect game were wrecked with two 
out in the fourth when Bonura singled, Zeke moved to second on

That Cooney man launched the Bees' tie-dissolving rally in 
the fifth with a single. Rowell hit a wicked grounder on which 
Billy Herman made a marvelous gloved-hand stop to his left and 
threw out Bama at first by an eyelash, as Cooney went to second. 
After West lined out to Herman, Ross singled to right scoring 
Cooney. 

Boston's final run was picked up in the ninth. Mooty started 
the chapter by walking Albie Glossop. Cooney singled over the 
close-covering Hack's head, putting Glossop on second.

The play of Celtics Bill Sharman, Cousy, Frank Ramsey, 
Bill Russell and Tom Heinsohn proved too much for the visitors. 
Jim Loscutoff, relieving Heinsohn, came through with a pair of 
quick goals to help sink the struggling Warriors. 

A Sharman hoop and seven points by Ramsey after the start 
of the final period more than offset a pair of baskets by the 
high-jumping Walt Davis and goals by Paul Arizin and Jack 
George. Boston took a 82 to 77 lead. 

Arizin then converted two free throws and added a jumper, 
with Russell converting two free shots for an 84 to 81 Celtic 
margin.

BRUINS SWEEP TO A 2-1 
TRIUMPH OVER 
AMERICANS 


Win Puts Boston Hockey Team in a Top-Place 
Tie With Chicago Blackhawks

Playing hockey as it should be played, Boston Bruins 
defeated the New York Americans, 2 to 1, in the National 
Hockey League game last night at the Arena. 

The New Yorkers scored first when Mickey Roach, a 
product of the old Arena, relieving Billy Burch, beat Dr. Stewart 
with a poke of a shot made by big Conacher that bounded against 
the Bruin goaltend's pads and could not be cleared. 

The Bruins came back strong in the second period. Keats 
whacked one home, "Human Octopus" Forbes and Conacher 
protresting the goal umpire's decision. Jim Herberts later beat the 
outer defense pair and forbes for the winning goal in the same 
period, the final round being scoreless. 

Both teams suffered because of the heavy ice due to the 
warm weather, and each lost opportunities to send the puck into 
the strings. Boston outconditioned the New Yorkers, making their 
first appearance of the season in this city, and also gave the 
Americans the first setback they have received since lionel 
Conacher joined the club. 

The Americans are in the Canadian division and the Bruins 
in the American. The victory puts the Bruins in tie for first place 
with the Chicago Blackhawks and the New York Rangers as the 
latter were defeated by the Ottawa Senators in New York last 
night. Each team now has 15 points. 

The Americans who had defeated the Rangers in New York 
Sunday night did not look as impressive as they dod when they 
made their visit to Boston, yet there was sufficient to indicate that 
the team will be a decided factor in the Canadian division before 
the season closes. 


Playing Smart Hockey 


Notwithstanding the wretched weather the the attendance 


was 8000, and some may have been disappointed because there 
were no fights, throwing of eggs and bottles as the week before. 
In fact, the game was so well played and so well handled by Jerry 
Laflamme and George Mallinson that only three men were sent to 
the "Dungeon" during the game, establishing a record for the 
season in this city. All of the penalties were for minor fouls. 

The New York team played smart hockey, but the Boston 
players proved equal to combat their style, as judged by the 
clever defensive play of the local team, when one compares the 
number of stops each goalie had. Dr. Stewart had 31 stops to 57 
for Forbes. The latter was jumping everywhere for drives at his 
citadel, and the cagnomen of "Human Octopus" Forbes continues 
to be appropriate. 

There was a lot of dazzling play, and in the first period, 
Galbraith drove home a winning shot but it was not allowed, 
referee Laflamme ruling that one of his team mates was ahead of 
him when the shot was made. big Conacher made several 
marches down the ice, and with Roach, the old English High 
schoolboy, in combination with him raced along. Conacher took 
a shot. the rubber bounded down at Dr. Stewart's skates, and 
before he could clear it, Roach close in with a little poke shoyed 
the rubber between the uprights and inside of Stewart. 

Each team had excellent chances, but eith the outer defense 
man would stop the attacks or the goalies make remarkable saves. 
Eddie Shore, playing with his headgear, speeding along. When he 
got inside, the defense was off-balance and forbes could not get 
set for the shot or kick the puck away. The period ended with the 
visitors leading. 


Umpire Rules It a Goal 


In the second period, before the play had progressed a 
minute and a half, the Bruins, with the second forward line 
operating, pressed the New York defense. There was a scramble 
and Oliver shoved the puck out from behind the visitors' net. 
Duke Keats whacked it. The disc struck something and vounded 
out, yet goal umpire Geezil raised the glag and declared the puck 
had passed between the uprights and caromed out. 

Goalie Forbes rushed back to the official and protested, as 
did Conacher, but the decision stood, and the score was tied at 
one all. 

The Bruins played smarter hockey in this period than at any 
time this season, and made several inroads into the enemy's 
territory, only to be stopped by the clever play of Conacher and 
Reise, the latter playing in Boston for the first time. 

Herberts made many "solos," but his shooting was either 
wide or the puck bounded off Forbes' body. However, the 
ex-sailor turned loose after assuming greater aggressiveness and 
made a march towards the Americans' throne. He had both Reise 
and Conacher to get by. He outfoxed this pair, got the rubber 
through and while off balance advanced sufficiently to reach and 
drive the puck by Forbes. It was the best goal of the game, and 
the work of a master hand. 

From then on the two teams went at it hammer and tongs. 
Conacher made a clever dash, as did Billy Burch, but Dr. Stewart 
was in the way of their drives. Eddie Shore also got through once, 
but he likewise was unable to beat the goalie. 

In the third period the play was fast, the New Yorkers 
making a valiant effort to tie the score; but the defensive tactics 
of the Bruins proved far too stubbornm and while Reise once by a 
sensational dash got by the defense, could not score. Keats and 
Galbraith, too, were offered opportunities only to be beaten by 
Forbes. 

In the last five minutes the New Yorkers brought all their 


players into the attack, but the bruins were not to be beaten. 

At the end, the New Yorkers all took shots in the general 
direction of the net, but no scoring resulted. the game over, the 
big crowd let out a cheer as it was the first home victory in 
several weeks.

Crowd of 12,000 


A surprisingly large and enthusiastic gathering of about 
12,00 persons celebrated the end of the famine.
